the officials declare are astounding In 
relation to the ^vhite slave traffic, 
and which will lead to the arrest of a 
young man she accuses, are contained 
in ah'affidavit signed in the district 
attorney's office by a girl 'describing 
herself a_s.Elsie Wright, but who in 
reality is said to he the 
talented 


daughter of. a prominent Venezuelan 
diplomat. 


.A warrant has been Issued for the 


young man she accuses of holding her 
in, bondage. He is said to bo a mem- 
ber of an organization of young men 
who make a living by this method. 


The Venezuelan consul has been 


notified of the revelations made by the 
girl, and has cabled the facts to the 
man she declares to be her father. 


The girl, who was arrested In an 


apartment in West Sixty-fifth street, 
has asserted that she was forced Into 
a life on the streets at the point of a 
revolver, soon after she came to New 
York city from Venezuela to take a 
place In the chorus at one of the opera 
houses here. 
She declares she was 


lured to this city by a promise of a 
career on .the stage', but found that 
she had been deceived. 


She has lived in constant fear of be- 


ing killed by the man she accuses, she 
declares, and she hears marks which | 
she asserts were received In healings 
which he gave to her. 


Miss Wright was arraigned In Jef- 


ferson Market night court after her 
arrest, and In view of her youth and 
apparent remorse she .was placed on 
probation in the custody of a court of- 
ficer by Magistrate O'Connor. 


Some of the persons prominent In 


the while slave Inquiry were In court 
at the time of her'arraignment, and 
the girl's distress moved them tn a 
further Investigation of her case. Her 
lips at first were sealed by fear, but 
upon being assured that 
no harm 


could come.to her she told her story.. 


She declared she had come to New 


York city from Venezuela and 
had 


Bone to a respectable boarding house 
In the West Eighties. Soon after her 
arrival here she met the man whom 
she accuses, and he compelled her 
with threats of death to go to the Hat 
in West Sixty-fifth street. When she 
refused to go on the street In com-

A NEW ARSENICAL SPRAY. 
ID view of the fearwhich.Is felt by 


some" orchardlsts as to the effects on 
their fruit trees resulting from a cou- 
tinued use of nrsenate of lend us nn 
insecticide in tbclr spraying opera- 
tions from an accumulation of arsenic 
In the soil and Because of tbe fear 
felt in some other quarters as to the 
effect on the public health of an ex- 
tensive spraying of trees and fruit 
with arsenic lead compounds, keen 
interest will be felt In. (be work of 
two FreUch scientists, Verraorel and 
Dantduy, who, with a view to over- 
coming the dangers referred to. have 
conducted extensive experiments tbe 
past three years in tbe use of ferrous 
arsenate as a substitute for arscnate 
of lead and with, n remarkable degree 
of success. Tbe solution, which they 
have used is made as follows: Twenty 
ounces of arsenate of soda are dis- 
solved in five gallons of water, mak- 
ing solution A. 
Twenty ounces of 


iron sulpbate are also dissolved In five 
gallons of water, making solution B. 
Solution B is poured into solution A 
gradually, 
with 
continued stirring. 


Toward the end of tbe .operation the 
mixture should be tested with potas- 
sium fcrrocyanide test paper, and when 
this turns blue no more of solution 1J 
should be poured in, as it is Important 
not to have too great an excess of tbe 
iron sulphate. Tbe combination should 
then be diluted to fifty gallons. Be- 
sides ten ounces of ferrous arscnate. 
it will contain also some sulphate of 
soda and ferrous hydrate. 
When in 


contact with tbe air tlie ferrous nrse- 
nnte turns greenish, while in con- 
tact with the air tbe ferrous hydrate 
turns to ferric hydrate, which Is the 
best antidote against arsenical poison- 
Ing. 
Tbe general color of the spray 


is a.dirty green and cannot be mis- 
taken for nn>vothor product. Tbe ex- 
perimenters found the spray very ad- 
hesive; that 
wbeu used twice < as 


strong as the above prescription there 
was no burning of the foliage, while 
at half strength It had an effect as an 
Insecticide equal to the usual formula 
of arsenate of lead. -Moreover, the 
foliage of frees sprayed with the fer- 
rous arsenate looked healthier and of 
a darker green than those treated 
with other sprays, Besides I he advan- 
tages mentioned—adhesiveness, insecti- 
cide value, freedom from burning, a 
characteristic color and tbe presence 
of an antidote with the poison—would 
be the cheapness of the product, ow- 
ing to the low cost of sulpbate of 
Iron as compared with acetate of lead.

One of the worst fea- 
tures In connection with the pest seems 
to be that it cannot be readily reached 
by tbe arsenical sprays which are so 
effective In holding the codling moth 
in check.

THE LIME-SULPHUR SPRAY. 
Last summer, when it was too Into 


lo apply it effectively, tbe wriler bad 
an inquiry from a Pennsylvania read- 
er asking for the formula for making 
the lime-sulphur spray used iu com- 
bating the San Jose scale, which had 
appeared in his orchard. For tho ben 
eflt of this reader and any others who 
may-have to fight this pqst we give be- 
low the formula and how to tireparo 
It -This spray should be applied to 
the trees while the buds are dormant, 
preferably during the months of Feb- 
ruary aud March. To make fifty gal- 
lons of the spray 
mixture 
fifteen 


pounds of lime nnd fifteen pounds of 
sulphur are required. Many include 
fifteen pounds of salt, but 'recent ex- 
periments show that this adds no par- 
ticular value. To prepare .the mixture 
fresh stone lime should be slaked to 
a -whitewash; then add the sulphur, 
which has been made Into a paste by 
means of hot water. The mixture 
should then be stirred.thoroughly and 
b'oiled for two hours, when enough hot | _ 
water should be added to. bring the 
whole mixture up -to fifty gallons. 
Best results will be had If the spray is 
used while hot. To prevent n clogging 
of th'e spray nozzle by particles' of 
lime the mixture should bo strained 
through a twenty mesh brass strainer 
or two thicknesses of gunny'sacking 
before being poured into the spray 
tank. The liquid should bo applied >o 
tbe trees under high pressure, so as to 
give a finely divided spray, aud all 
parts of the trunk and limbs should be 
reached.
